Hugh McAuley; the Janitor, 
who und the only offic 'r aronu the 
Cuatt “House, had opened the door 
leading from the Sheriff's private office 
into the jail to admit a Grass Valley 
prisoner onmed Smith with an armful 
of wood, Before he had time to clu-e 
it, Coleman, who tod just inside, 
put one font on the threshhoid and 
asked: “Is Jailor Wood here? The 
Janitor immediately suspected foul 
play, and answered: No, but Sheriff 
Tompkins is ouc here,” and attempted 
to oli ss the door. C leman e¥idently 
knew the Sheriff was not there at so 
early an hour, for he grabbed Mau- 
ley and pulled him into ths corridor. 
They both fell, the prisoner under and 
the other's hani on his throat. As 
thev struck the floor Colem in said: 
Kill the when Hall 
sprang out of au adj cent cell and bo- 
gan to kick McAuley about the head 
and face, the other prisoners offering 
no resistance. After the prisoner was 
released Hall jumped on the Janitor 
once or twice more. Then the two 
despvradoes pissed into the Sheriff's 
office, locking McAuley inside. They 
took from a rack two hats belonging 
to Under Sheriff Carter and also car- 
ried away ths gan wit) which Perme- 
vun was so mysteriously shot at Grass 
Valley. They ran dwn stairs and out 
of the gate, then up Winter street, 
throwing the gun, which was not 
loaded, into Mr. Williams’ lot, then 
hurried through the old Keeney home- 
stead lot on Maio street.

THE GREAT CELESTIAL. 


Who Geta the Prize for Discovering the 
Tramp Uaugiog Around the North 
„ Fence. | 


No one event has ever shown the 
growth of American scieuce more dis- 
tinctly than the interest people have 
taken in the present great comet. The 
fact that its discovery wis wade by 
private citizens and with the naked 
eye, and by many hundreds in all 
parts of the land at about the same 
time, proves that people do search and 
study the skies, and take an interest 
in the heavenly bolies. Few things 
contribute more toward the expansion 
uf man into the great things of life 
than thoughts upon the immensity of 
the universe, and the advance ot civ- 
iliz ition is marked mre clearly in this 
respect than in almost any other. The 
present comet, from careful views se- 
cured ut the. Waraer Observatory, 
Rochester, N. V., proves to be a most 
marvelous one. Its tail proper, which 
strange to sty carved originally ia an 
opposite directio: to that most com- 


mon with comets, became suddenly | 


wbaorbed by a most vigorous off-shoot, 
or sevondary tail, which stretched up- 
ward nearly sixty degrees, and could 
be seen even to Pi Draconis, more than 
twenty deyr-es above the North Stur. 

The activity areuod the nucleus of 
the head showiag great mas es of mat- 
t-r—its extrem: length its sudden 
wppearance and its phenomenal ac- 
tions, hive jnstly made it a cuuse of 
grent wonder and comment. It is a 
vexed question as to whom the honor 
of di-covery and the Warner prize of 
$200 are due. There are huudreds of 
claim ints from all parts of the North - 
ern Hemisphere, and ranging io time 
over a perio l of five days, but it is al- 
most certa'n that the first view of it 
obtained by some private citizen, and 
not by an astronomer; a.d it is alse 
pre'ty sure that an American deserves 
the credit of having seen it before any 
Evropein. The vame of the first dis- 
soverer will be duly publi-hed. 

The value which this great comet 
will have cannot readily be estimated, 
as it is the first large one which has 
appeared since tne discovery of the 
spectroscope, and it is almost certain 
that the elements can be determined, 
so that the exact formation of comets 
may be known hereafter.
